The  study  of  naval  affairs  and  of  naval  history  takes 
place  in  a  setting  in  which  leadership  provides  the  beacons, 
but  events  and  how  they  were  resolved  in  the  prevailing 
environmental,  social,  economic,  and  political  contexts 
constitutes  the  learning  process.”
